To day a scouting 
party of twenty five horse went ont to test 
the truth of the statement, Our troops 
went to the edge of the village, without en- 
vountering any rebels, In the village they 
came bpon the Pickets of a rebel troop of 
cavalry, about eighty strong, that vould be 
seen drilling in tho Court-house square.— 
The two pickets were captured by our 
troops, and lrought away, as the command 
ing officer of the seouling party did not 
think it prudent to risk au encoucter with 
a force xo much larger than bis own. In 
thin ease you will see 8,000, and I presume 
thin in a fair sample of the exaggerations 
usunlly indulysd in by those who report 
the rebel gatherinigs,”

Fighting Actual and Probable. 


Oar arms have gained another victory, 
though it is again dashed with a misforture 
in the loss of a brave officer. On Sunday 
night two columnsof Federal troops, under 
command of Col. Kelly of the Ist Regiment 
of Virginia Volupteers, and Col. Crittenden, 


Philippa, probably not far from 25 miles

Their 
inclioutions would undoubtedly lead them 
to run, if we may judge from their achieve- 
ments of the past few days. Theirsituation 
would compel therm to surrender if they re« 
main where they are, But the pressure of 
the Southern people upon their leaders will 
Probably drive them into a fight of some 
sort, Weare told that they lave really 
commenced their forward movement. 

Te is supposed that they will not venture 
upon an attack oo the intrenchments at 
Alexandria or Arlington Hights, but that 
they will cross the Potomac between [ure 
pera Ferry and Arlington, and strike 
Washington from that direction. 

It needs no prophet to foretell the terrible 
defeat they will be sure to meet if they aro 
rash enough thus to tempt their fate. We 
Are Btrong at every point, and Strong in 
more than Men and muskets; our soldiers 
are mighty in the justice of their cnase, and 
have that confidence ia their success which 
makes success sure, 

There would be little reaton to expect 
such rasliness from the Rebela as would 
lead them to make the anticipated attack 
did we not know into what a desperate 
condition the leaders of this rebellion have 
brought themselves, They lave deceived 
the people, and they know that the decep 
tion begins now tobe detected.

Abolition of Registration of Judgments. 
The Act of last Session “to repoal the 
lawa relating to the registration of judg: 
ments, in Upper Canada” will come into 
force on the lat September next; but will 
not affect any suit or action which wns 
pending before the Ist May, 1861. Writs 
of execution’ against lands, issued before the 
1st September, in cases of judgments here- 
tofore registered, are to have priority ac- 
cording (o.the respective dates of the regis: 
tration of the judgment on which they is- 
sue, The effect of this act is thatthe regis- 
tration of judgments, decrees or orders for 
the payment of money is coniplitely done 
away with, and fromm the tine the act comes 
into force they “shall not create or‘operate 
asa lien or charge upon Janda or any inter- 
est therein.” 
Under the old law, a judgment entered 
up and registered operated as a lien or 
charge on all the lands of the judgment 
debtor situate in the county where the cer- 
tificate was registered ; and the judgment 
ereditor had the same remedies in equity

This proceed- 
ing involves a very heavy expense, na in 
Some caves as many as fifty or sixty persons 
bave to be made parties to the euit. ‘The 
proceeds of the enle were applied to the 
payment of costs and the liquidation of as 
many claims as they would cover. In case 
the money they received was insufficient to 
‘meet tho demands, the unfortunate judg- 
ment debtor was ordered to pay the balance. 
if default was made io this payment execu- 
tion was issued, 

Thus it was that in many cases the costs 
swallowed up the estate. The new net 
docs away with all this endless complica- 
tion and leaves tha judgment creditor to 
pursue his legal remedies, The lands of 
the judgment debtor will be sold by the 
Sheriff exempt from the costs, which tle 
Proceedings in Chancery involved, This 
act will be of great value to debtors, and 
will recommend itselfito all, except, perhaps, 
Chancery practitioners, 

The process of registration must he very 
generally understood, After a verdict, for 
instance, is obtained, the successful party 
enters wp judgment in the Court and a 
“certificate” of the entry is given hy the 
clerk, ‘This certificate is nent to the Regis.

Fearful Tragedy in Prussia. 
A SIXFOLD MURDER, 


A horriblo crimo has been perpetrated at 
Chursdorf, noar Lippohno, ia Prussin, 
whero a few nights since a baker and mil 
lor, named Baumgrant, with his wife, throo 
obildron, and a sorvant, were murdered by 
somo desporato ruflians, who broko into the 
house, mutdored tho family as they slept, 
and then rangacked tho place. The instru 
ment used was a blunt iron tool, with which 
the skulls of the poor creaturos wero bat: 
tered in, and in addition to this tho throat 
of the millor was cut in a foarful manner, 
and he was stabbed six times in tho bronst,

Dreadful Tragedy in Otsego Co. New York. 


We (Zochester Democrat) learn through 
4 private source, tliat a terrible tragedy oc- 
curred in Exeter, Otsego Co., on Tuesday 
morning of Inst week, The parties were a 
man named Levi Thomas and his wife— 
They were vatives of Exeter, we believe, 
and were married fifteen or sixteen years 
ago, They had recently returned from 
Ohio, bringing with them two of their 
three children—girls of twelve and fourteen 
years of age. On the morning in question 
these girls were awakened by their father, 
who came into theirroom. He kissed them 
both, and spoke of two men who he said 
owed him small sums of two and three dol- 
Jars each; atter which he returned to the 
chamber where Mrs, Thomas was sleeping, 
and stepped on the foot of the bed, whence 
he deliberately fired one shot at her head 
froma revolver. ‘I'he ball razed her'cheek, 
and she sprang up and grappled him as he 
was preparing to fire a second time. ‘The 
girls, alarmed at the noise, jumped out of 
bed and entered ‘the room in time to see 
him get their mother's head between his 
knees and shoot her through the back.— 
He then released her and she turned over, 
whet he shot ber again in the breast. Im. 
mediately afterward he placed the muzzle 
of the pistol at bis left ear and shot himself 
through the hoad. He died icmedintely; 
but his unfortunate wife lingered about half 
ao hour, 

The cause of this dreadful affuir is sup- 
posed to have been jealousy.
